An Iron Foundry at Sea. 


A foundry at sea had not been heard 


of before the cruise of the Vulcan. 
Whatever other kinds of naval repair 
work had been executed heretofore on 
board ship, that of making large brass 
and iron castings had not been at- 
tempted. In her facilities for this new 
line of work the Vttlcau t-t.nncls pre- 
eminent and alone. That the unique 
equipment for foundry work was suc- 
cessful is more than shown by the fact 
that thousands of pounds of iron and 
brass castings were made and finished 
for the ships of the fleet. The brass 
furnaces were kept in almost constant 
service, sometimes running off two 
heats in a day, and making it neces- 
sary to carry the -work far into the 
night, much to the disconu'oit of the 
men. who were trying to get some 
sleep and rest before another day's 
work. 


In iron casting not more than one 


heat was run off In a day. and that 
usually about 3 o'clock in the aftc-r- 
noon. For after filling the molds and 
dropping bottom. It was practically im- 
possible to do much more in that part 
of the ship till the next morning. Kip- 
ling has sung for the Scotch engineer 
and stoker, but there was no heaven- 
born genius on board the Vulcan to 
treasure up the memories and scenes 
incident to dropping bottom. The us- 
ual luxuries of such work ashore were 
entirely missing. 
Like the fiery fur- 
nace of old, the beat seemed seven 
times more intense than it was wont 
to be >ashore.—Engineering Magazine.

THE CARS ARE RUNNING 


Decision of the Commissioners That 


He Rigidly Enforces the Tea Act— 
Suggestions Blade Concerning the 
Method of Selecting Witnesses in 
too Hearing of Protects. 
Washington, July 18.—The following 


statement has been made public: "The 
Treasury Commission engaged in in- 
vestigations »t the Apprulser's1- Stores, 
New York, has submitted a report to 
the Secretary of the Tivusury upon the 
subject of charges against the exum- 
iner of tea, IBI^C Mc-Uay. The com- 
mission Hulls that widely divergent 
views ate expressed by importers and 
others in the tea trade couccr,uiug the 
competency and etlicicncy of the ex- 
aminer. A number declare that Mc- 
Uay IK grossly incompetent; others are 
quite as positive that he is well quail- 
lied for the position, and' still others 
express the opinion that while the ex- 
aminer has made mistakes, ia iu- 
stanees having rejected teas which 
were entitled to admission and In other 
instances admitting teas which should 
have been rejected, the fault is really 
in the law itself. Importers of the 
class last mentioned assert thai ap- 
parent Inconsistencies In the decisions 
of the examiner are not due to iucom- 
petency, but rather to the fact that 
under the 'act to prevent the impor- 
tation of impure and unwholesome 
tea,' it is required thai the coiupari- 
hon of each Importation be made with 
the standard adopted by the (Sovern- 
nwnt Board of Ton Exports, and 'as 
to quality,' a matter about winch the 
best experts differ. 


"The Commission reports that under 


the operation of the Tea act, which re- 
quires tests 'as to purity, quality and 
lltness for consumption,' teas which 
are low grade, but" are pure and whole- 
some, have been refused admission 
solely because they did not equal the 
standard in point of cup quality— 
strength and flavor. In the opinion of 
.the commission there lias been a rigid 
enforcement of the Tea act in New 
York. It is concluded that Examiner 
Mc-Gny is honest and qualified by ex- 
perience 'to dclermiiie whether or not 
a tea is pure and wholesome and tit 
for consumption, although he has un- 
questionably made mistakes in pass- 
Ing upon the relative excellence of tea 
—errors which are likely to be repeat- 
ed by him, and are not to be altogether 
avoided even by the selection of the 
best experts in the country to serve 
as examiner. The Commission reports 
that it is impossible to obtain uniform- 
ity In decisions as lo the relative 
strength and flavor of tea, because do- 
terminations upon these points differ 
widely witli individual 
preferences. 


The question in pre.se.uted by importers 
whether or not the word 'quality,' con- 
sidered with 'purity and tit ness for 
consumption,' 
is synonymous with 
wholosomcness. If no teas should be 
excluded when they are equally pure 
and tit for consumption, a.s the Gov- 
ernment standard and many importers 
contend that that is the intent of the 
Tea act. then the tests for quality 
should be discontinued. Suggestions 
are made concerning the method of se- 
lecting witnesses in the hearing of pro- 
tests."

A reinforcement of twen- 
ty-live policemen for this danger point 
was summoned.

Brooklyn Road Hires Men. 


Philadelphia, July 18.—Agents of the 


Brooklyn 
Rapid 
Transit Company 


have engaged 300 experienced motor- 
men and conductors in this city to take 
the places of their striking employes. 
Many of them were formerly iu the 
employ of the Union Traction Com- 
pany of tills city and lost their places 
as a result of tho big strike on that 
system a few years ago. 


At that time they claimed their 


places were taken by Brooklyn motor- 
men and conductors. The Brooklyn 
Kapid Transit agents had advertised in 
the morning papers and their head- 
quarters was opened but a short time 
before the place was overrun with ap- 
plicants. 
Only 300 were wanted, and after 


those had been selected no others were 
accepted. Therr were over 500 men 
•waiting in ami about the oflice. 


Another Strike Begun. 


Cleveland, Ohio, July 18.—The con- 


ductors and motorrnf-n of the Big Con- 
solidated Street Railway system, who 
were on strike last month, have again 
gone out. 


Eight 
hundred men are

They claim the company has not lived 
up to the agreement made which ended 
the former strike.

Large crowds are congregated 
at all of the barns of the company, 
but so far as reported no violence lias 
yet occurred.

Alanila Correspondents Unite. 
In Complaints Against Him. 


SAY THEY CANT SEND NEWS 


Assert Tliat the Situation In the Islands 


Is Not Understood By the People 


of the United States. 


Too Correspondents Hold a Meeting 


and Inform General Otla of a Mes- 
sage to be Sent to Hong Kong— 
The General Takes Exception to 
Some Portions of Dispatch. 


Manila, July 12, via Hongkong, July 


18.—The conditions of the censorship 
have been steadily growing worse 
since the beginning of the insurrection 
and have linally reached a climax. A 
meeting was held a month ago of all 
the staff correspondents of American 
newspapers stationed at Manila and a 
telegram was drafted presenting the 
situation according to the consensus of 
the best opolulons and submitted to 
Gen. Otis. The General was angry, 
lie summoned the correspondents and 
threatened to try them all by court- 
mortial on a charge of conspiracy, lie 
wild that the telegram accused him of 
lying. ThiK the.) correspondents disa- 
vowed, and modified Hi? language of 
the message, but Gen. Otis refused lo 
pas1* the telegram, which is now sent 
to Hongkong for transmission. Gen. 
Otis offered to improve the conditions 
of tlie censorship and appoint a new 
(•eu«or, but the correspondents explain- 
ed that their complaint was against 


ie system, not against tho censor. 
(Jen. Otis asked the correspondents 
> submit the change in the system 
rliicli they deemed essential. The cor- 
espondents Basked permission to re- 
ort. tiisr, all of the facts, and. second, 
11 of the phases of the situation, both 


which had theretofore been impos- 


ible. Gen, Otis nominally granted the 
esired reforms. He modified Kls con- 
essions. however, so that there was 
lijjlit .1 (haulage from the changes, 
"he activity at the front delayed a 
ettlement of the matter and Gen. Otis' 
llness caused a further delay. A final 
neeting of the correspondents was 
eld and G -u. Otis was infornfed that 
lie following message' would be sent 
o Hongkong: 
"The entire staff of correspondents 
f American newspapers at "Manila, 
mite in the following statement: 'We 
ic'lleve that owing to the official de- 
patches from Manila made public in 
iVashinjiton the people of the United 
tates have received an incorrect im- 
>resion of the situation in 1he Philip- 
lines, and that these despatches pre- 
sent an ulta-oplimlfiHc view which is 
lot shared by the general oflicers in 
lie field. We believe that these de- 
spatches Incorrectly represent the ex- 
Ktins; conditions among the Filipinos 
In respect to internal dissensions mid 
demoralization 
resultant 
from 
the 


America n cnmpaicn and the brigand 
like character of their army. It is be- 
lieved that these despatches err in the 
declaration that "the situation is well 
in hand," and in the assumption that 
Ilie Insurrection will be speedily end- 
ed without a sreatlv increased force. 
" 'Wo think that the tenacity of the

find that the statements that the volun- 
teers are willing to serve further are 
unfounded. The censorship has com- 
pelled us lo participate in this misrep- 
resentation by excising or altering un- 
coutroverted statements of facts on 
the plea, quoting Gen. Otis, that "they 
would alarm the people at home" and 
have the people of tho United States 
by tho oars." 
" 'Our specifications are: TTio pro- 


hibition of hospital reports, the num- 
bers of heat prostrations in the field, 
the suppression of full reports of field 
operations in case of their failure, the 
prohibition of complete reports of the 
situation and a systematic minimiza- 
tion of naval operations." 


Gen. 
Otis particularly resented the 


parts of the despatch having reference 
to the volunteers and tho naval opera- 
lions. Tho correspondents cited many 
proofs of their allegations. It is im- 
possible- to describe the censorship by 
cable. Many grounds of complaints 
had become intolerable. It remains to 
be seen what relief the modifications 
will develop.

to Unstamped Checks. 


The bunkB have receded the follow 


ing notification: 


WAsmsoroN, July 11. —Commissioner 


E. Wilson of the internal revenue has 
issued u circulrr prohibiting banks from 
ivllixirg btampv tu checks unstamped 
when presented, and requiring them to 
re tarn the same to the drawers. In his 
circular to collectors the commissioner 
sayt: 


•'You are directed to notify thebanls 


that are guilty of stamping unstamped 
checks that if the practice is not im- 
mediately discontinued they will be 10- 
ported to the U. S. district attorney for 
prosecution. 


"The instruction contained iu treas- 


ury decision No. 19,066, under date of 
Jude 20,1898, to the effect that there 
was no objection to the affixing by the 
bank of the requisite stamps to an un 
stamped check presented for payment is 
h'ereby^revoked. 


"This instruction was given to meet 


an emergency immediately proceeding 
the taking effect of the stamp act on 
July 1, 1898, in order to obviate the 
necessity of returning by the banks 
thousands of unstamped chocks issued 
by drawers in ignorance of the law. 
The law being now generally under- 
stood, there is no further need of such 
permission,"

HOW A PRECIOUS PLUG PASlkD DOWN 


THE CHEEKING LINE.

"It has struck inc. right along tbat 


th« newspaper* or the yellow variety 
hare been making a terrific hullabaloo 
over the way thing* were run down in 
Cuba, Porto Rico and in the 'Ameri- 
can eauipu, with very little reUabi* in- 
formation upon which to base tbeir 
charges," eald an officer of tbe Twen- 
ty-fourth infantry, (one of, tnfe negro 
regiments) to tho Washington Star 
man. 
"I didn't see much to complain 


about under the circumstances down 
In Cuba and I bad a pretty fair chance 
to Bee what was going on. The only 
genuine, criticism.ln fact, that I have 
to make refers to the scarcity of to- 
bacco among the troops down there. 
Tobacco was at a premium during tbe 
greater portion of our stay in Cuba 
and the soldiers who were deprived of 
it would very willingly have paid for 
it at any price of its weight lu gold. 
1 don't think it would be possible to 
overestimate the value of tobacco to 
troops undergoing a hard campaign. 
It Is bread and meat and drink to a 
soldior enduring the hardships of war. 
it is at once a stimulant and a tonic 
and its value in allaying hunger is 
well known tp experienced command- 
ers. Queer as it may seem, chewing 
tobacco also allays thirst. 1 know 
this, because I've tried it. Another 
point with reference to the chewing 
of tobacco by soldiers in a campaign 
18 that all of the old-timers swallow 
the Juice of the weed. They allow 
that it is apt to make fellows not used 
to handling it in that way a bit sick 
at liist, but they say that tbe stimu- 
lating effect of the plant is lost If the 
Juice is expectorated. 


'•1 never had a better illustration of 


the value of tobacco to men who had 
long been hankering for it than on 
the day of the San Juan tight. The 
black soldiers of my outfit of the 
Twenty-fourth had been entirely to- 
baccoless almost from the time we 
lauded in Cuba and it was the hardest 
kind of a deprivation upon men who 
hud been used for years to consuming 
the weed In all its forms. The men 
missed 
tobacco 
particularly 
after 


meals. After they got outside of their 
coffee taey would get together and 
talk longingly of tobacco and I could 
Just see their teeth leaking for It, but 
there wasn't a quarter of an ounce to 
be had. 1 dou't hesitate to say. that 
the men of my company wern't quite 
the same without tobacco and a num- 
ber of them frankly said that they'd 
rather be without* grub than to be 
tobuccokss. 


"On the morning of the San Juan 


scrap I came into the proud possession 
of a one-pound plug of chewing to- 
bacco. I'm not going to Incriminate 
myself by stating how 1 happened to 
get the plug, but I got it all the same. 
A «lioit time before it came our turn 
to go into the action I produced the 
plug and handed it to the big, black 
top sergeant of my company. You 
ought to have seen his eyes stick out 
when he caught sight of the, plug. 
" 'Just pass it dowu the line,' 1 told 


him, 'and let each of the boys take a 
nibble off it.' 


'The sergeant took a bite off the 


plug himself and then handed it to the 
Jirst duty sergeant. The whole com- 
pany was 'on to' the presence of the 
plug of tobacco lu the outfit by this 
time and they set up a cheer. They 
just forgot all about the impending 
fight, they were so tickled over the 
sight of the tobacco. The plug went 
down the line, every man taking off 
a bite, ami then it started up the line 
and toward me again. It certainly did 
dwindle In sizr>, that plug of tobacco. 
By the time It got into the hands of the 
top sergeant It was just the size of 
one good chew, which the men had, 
by careful calculation, saved for me, 
'the loot'nant.' Did I take it? Well 
I guess yes, and swallowed every bit 
of the Juice, like all the rest of the 
men. 
Aud I can tell you it tasted 


good. The men threw their shoulders 
back under the stimulus of the tobacco 
and became perky and sassy and 
flghty all through—and I suppose you 
remember what the Twenty-fourth did 
in the San Juan fight? I had the chew 
in my mouth, enjoying it hugely, when 
the last of the three Mausers that 
plugged me got me in the hips, paralyz- 
ing me from the waist down for a 
couple of months afterwards and, as 
I didn't become unconscious, 1 enjoyed 
that chew even after I was hit."
